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INTERESTING NOTES FROM: 


How would it be to have ''rainbow'' money? The June issue of The Coin Wholesaler 
indicates we MAY have some pink or blue money before too long and the old, familiar 
''greenbacks'' will take their place in History. 


The first change, according to the Coin Wholesaler, will probably NOT be in 
color but in using a ''Universal Seal'' in place of the present Federal Reserve Bank 
Seal. This may happen this year and might be called Series 1981-B. The next 
change will probably be the color change and possibly be a different color for 
each denomination. These will also probably have a security thread and use some & 
form of optical device to foil counterfeiters. 





The scary thing about this is the very good possibility that the exchange of 
greenbacks for rainbow money will probably not be on a one to one basis and that 
the inflation involved would trigger a financial panic. 
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Are you searching diligently for old coins and ignoring the new 1983 coins, 
thinking of them as worthless? Better think again! According to the May 23rd 
issue of COIN WORLD, coin fever is spreading not only to collectors but to the 
public because of what has been identified as a 1983 Doubled Die reverse cent is 
selling (in some areas) for $125 to $750!! What does one look for? To those with 
good vision (or a strong magnifying glass!), the letters ONE CENT and UNITED show 
strong doubling. E PLURIBUS UNUM is noticeably doubled. Prices in early May started 
at $125 for a cent in Extremely Fine condition, $400 for one in choice Brilliant 
Uncirculated. and $750 for one graded Mint State 67. Chances of finding one in 
change, or even a roll of coins from the bank, still exist, the doubled die 
authorities say. We'd better warn you, however, that the U.S.Mint officials 
(without ever looking at one) declared that the cent is a probable striking error 
and NOT a doubled die. Coin experts say that machine doubled 1983 cents HAVE been 
found but can be distinguished from the cents selling as doubled dies.

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Be WINTER QUARTERS. UTAH AND THE DISASTER CF 1900, Be 
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Utah's history from its earliest days has been influenced by the discovery 
and production of coal. As early as the summer of 1847, men were sent out from 
the Salt Lake Valley to search for coal. Discoveries were made in 1849 near 
Coalville, and in 1854, two Welsh miners discovered coal in SanPete County and 
even though coal was also found in Summit, Uintah, Grand, Iron, Garfield and 
Kane counties, it was the discoveries made in Carbon and Emery counties during 
the 1870's that made coal affordable and plentiful in Utah. 


In the 1870's, coal was the fuel of the age. Coal heated homes and businesses. 
It fired the locomotives of the new transcontinental railroad and powered the 
machines of the 19th century industry. The men who set out to explore the canyons 
of Eastern Utah were looking for the wealth that this fossil fuel could bring them. 


In 1875, Pleasant Valley (in what is now Carbon county) was still a quiet 
place where ranchers lived and grazed their cattle, but the veins of coal could 
not stay hidden for long. By 1877, several small coal mines were operating in 
the western canyons along Pleasant Valley. One of these canyons was still unnamed 
in 1877 but the winter would soon change that. 


Peter Morgan and a small group of men had begun work on their coal mine early 
in the spring and by that fall their work had been rewarded as the wagons hauled 
away the coal to their waiting customers. Morgan and the others had begun the 
first commercial coal mine in Utah, but as they prepared to leave for their homes, 
an early winter storm put a stop to their plans. In fact, the storm was so severe 
that they were trapped at the site for several weeks. When they could finally 
leave, the ordeal had been so bad they were reminded of the hardships suffered by 
the Mormon pioneers 30 years earlier. From that day on, the mine and the canyon 
were called WINTER QUARTERS. 


The camp at Winter Quarters was small at first and the amount of coal shipped 
was also small. The mine owners around Pleasant Valley could not ship the coal out 
fast enough and supplies could not reach them in the winter. The only way to develop 
the area was to ship the coal by rail. When the Utah & Pleasant Valley railroad 
was completed in 1879, it brought prosperity to Winter Quarters and the town began 
to grow. Soon houses and business establishments appeared and Winter Quarters took 
on the look of a boom town. By 1900, Winter Quarters was a town of about 1500. The 
mine and the railroad had been purchased by the Denver & Rio Grande Railroad in 
1882 and the town had seen nothing but good times since. Wages at the mine were 
good for the times and were paid on production. The miners were paid 43¢ per ton 
of coal. Each man had to provide his own tools, powder, lights and each man had to 
load and unload his coal car. The tally was kept by a company man at the mine 
entrance, but if a man worked hard he could move ten tons of coal in one shift 
and bring home $4.30 per day. 


May 1, 1900 began like most other days for the miners at Winter Quarters. 
They had begun at seven that morning and the men and boys had set about their work. 
No one knows just what happened that day. Perhaps a spark from a miner's pick 
set off the explosive gas. Maybe the gas was ignited by a dynamite charge, but at 
10:28 A.M., an explosion of enormous heat and force killed 100 men in an instant

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and few of those who escaped the blast survived the poisonous afterdamp which 

apread through the mine. Within minutes of the blast, rescue crews entered $ & 
the mine but because of the lack of oxygen, they quickly retreated or were Be 
carried out unconscious. As the gas cleared, they returned and began their ® A 
grisly task. 


The mine owners had kept no records of who was in the mine and many of the 
bodies were so badly burned that they were almost unrecognizable. On May 2nd, 
miners from Clear Creek, Castle Gate, and Sunnyside arrived and by May 6th 
most of the bodies had been recovered. When the official count was released 
by the Company, the number of dead was listed at 200. But the miners who had 
counted the bodies at the mine entrance counted 246 and the Finnish miners 
claimed that 15 of their countrymen were never recovered. Perhaps the true 
number will never be known--only one thing was sure. The ''accident'! had left 
107 widows, 268 fatherless children and untold grief and sorrow. 


Even with the great loss of life, however, some did survive. John Wilson, 
who had been unloading at the main entrance,was thrown 820 feet away by the 
explosion and,although he sustained serious injuries, he later recovered. 

James Naylor had been thrown 200 feet by the blast but was uninjured and even 
aided in the first rescue attempts. Thomas Pugh, a 15 year old lad, had covered 
his nose and mouth with his hat and ran 14 miles to an entrance without a light! 


Of all the stories to come out of Winter Quarters, perhaps the strangest 
is about the ghost that some say still haunts the tunnels of the Winter Quarters 
mine. When the mine reopened on May 28, the men who returned went on with their 
work as they had done previously. As the weeks went by, more and more of the & 
men reported hearing strange noises in the mine. Some heard the sound of picks 
coming from behind solid walls. Others said they heard the groans of injured men 
in dark and empty corners of the mine. Before long some of the more superstitious 
men began to talk about the mine being haunted by the ghosts of the dead miners. 
Then almost as quickly as they started, the noises stopped--until one day one of 
the men came running out of the mine. The shift boss could see the man was pale 
and shaken. Quickly he grabbed the man by the arm and brought him to a halt. 
The man was babbling at first and the boss thought there had been a cave in. 
Come on,'' said the boss, "we gotta go back in the mine.'' No sooner had the boss 


turned to enter the mine when the miner regained his senses and yelled ''I ain't 
never goin’ back in there, the devil himself is in that mine, | saw him!!! 
By now a crowd had gathered and the miner began to tell his story. ''l was working 


down there away from the main tunnel.'' he said. ''The others had filled their cars 
and went off to unload, so | was left alone to fill my car. I'd been workin' away 
fer sometime when | heerd someone walkin' up behind me. | set down my shovel and 
turned to see who was comin'. At first | thought it was Sandy McGovern, one of 
the boys from over in the main tunnel. Sandy, | said, what are ya doin' over here? 
But he didn't answer. | started to walk towards him when | noticed he wasn't 
carryin' a light and | couldn't see his face. How'd ya get over here without no 
light?, | said. But he still didn't answer. By now, | was mad and | told him, if 
ya won't answer at least come out of the shadows so's | can see ya. So he started 
walkin’ towards me and when he stopped in front a me | could tell why he hadn't 
answered, cause the man standing there didn't have no head! That's why | come a 
runnin’ out and that's why | ain't never goin' in again!'' Most’of the men just 
laughed and soon they were back at their work and talking about the crazy man who'd @ 
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& quit his job today. As the months and years passed, many others claimed to 
have seen the headless Sandy McGovern. When the mine closed in the 1920's 


the miners claimed that over 100 men had left the country for good when they 
met up with Sandy McGovern down in the mine. 


On August 4th and 5th, we will be visiting the Scofield area and Winter 
Quarters. If you would~like to travel in convoy, please meet us at the Redwood 
Multipurpose Center. We will be leaving at 8:00 a.m. We are going to be 
camping at the Scofield Reservoir at the camp grounds. 


To get to Scofield, head east on Hiway 6-50. About 6 miles southeast of 
Soldier Summit, State hiway 96 turns south to Scofield. Twelve (12) miles of 
travel will take you to the Scofield Recreation area. Eight (8) more miles 
and you will be in the town of Scofield. From Scofield, turn west 1/2 mile on 
a poor dirt road until you get to a barbed wire fence. The site of Winter 
Quarters lies 1/2 mile beyond the fence. 


If you like to metal detect, camp, fish, swim or boat, join us in the 
campground at Scofield.
